SOUTH AMERICANS RESENT 


THE BRITISH BLACK LIST 


By Charles P. Stewart. 


[United Press Staff Correspondent.) 


Buenos Aires, Argentine, Aug. 21. 


—South Americans resent the British 
black list as much as the United States 
does. 


There is today pronounced ill feei- 


ng between the Buenos Aires Com- 
mercial and Corn Exchanges and Ihc 
[British government. 


Early in the war the authorities in 


London began issuing lists of Ger- 
man concerns in foreign 
countries, 


Argentina included, with which Eng- 
lishmen in the same countries weu 
forbidden to have business relations. 
These lists have been added to from 
time to time. 


The two big Buenos Aires exchanges 


took official notice of this situation 
to the extent of recognizing that the 
British and German interests in ques- 
tion could not meet on a 
common 


footing. 


This was an etnbarassment to the 


Germans and a convenience to the 
English, inasmuch as it obviated com- 
plications m transactions which 
mediately or incidentally involved Ar- 
gentine and numerous other 
forcigh 


houses in transactions it might have 
been difficult, otherwise to have iden- 
tified as of a 
distinctively 
Anglo- 


German character. 


In the last few weeks, however, the 


British government has observed that 
companies of friendly 
alien origin 


frequently do business, on one side 
with German and on the other with 
British companies. An order was ac- 
cordingly issued from London placing 
all such establishments on the black- 
list.

cials, correspondents and laborers are 
treated the same. 


An Amerfcan crossing the border 


yesterday remarked that before long 
it would be necessary for the inspec- 
tion station to be built into the Baltic 
sea se that the travelers could undress 
on the German border, walk into the 
water and swim to a waiting station 
near the ferry and wait for the clothes 
and baggage to be examined and for- 
warded by canoe. 


When travelers leave the train they 


enter a small wooden shed, resembling 
in many respects a temporary bath 
house at an American beach. 
Here 


the passports are taken away and 
shoved into an inclosed room where 
they are examined. The holders are 
given numbers. 


When the passport of the traveler 


is finished he is called to another 
room where he is questioned about 
the objects of his journey. From here 
the wayfarer goes to a large room 
where the baggage is examined while 
detectives stand in front and in back 
to see that nothing is slipped by.

SOUTH AMERICANS RESENT 


THE BRITISH BLACK LIST 


By Charles P. Stewart. 


[United Press Staff Correspondent.) 


Buenos Aires, Argentine, Aug. 21. 


—South Americans resent the British 
black list as much as the United States 
does. 


There is today pronounced ill feei- 


ng between the Buenos Aires Com- 
mercial and Corn Exchanges and Ihc 
[British government. 


Early in the war the authorities in 


London began issuing lists of Ger- 
man concerns in foreign 
countries, 


Argentina included, with which Eng- 
lishmen in the same countries weu 
forbidden to have business relations. 
These lists have been added to from 
time to time. 


The two big Buenos Aires exchanges 


took official notice of this situation 
to the extent of recognizing that the 
British and German interests in ques- 
tion could not meet on a 
common 


footing. 


This was an etnbarassment to the 


Germans and a convenience to the 
English, inasmuch as it obviated com- 
plications m transactions which 
mediately or incidentally involved Ar- 
gentine and numerous other 
forcigh 


houses in transactions it might have 
been difficult, otherwise to have iden- 
tified as of a 
distinctively 
Anglo- 


German character. 


In the last few weeks, however, the 


British government has observed that 
companies of friendly 
alien origin 


frequently do business, on one side 
with German and on the other with 
British companies. An order was ac- 
cordingly issued from London placing 
all such establishments on the black- 
list.

cials, correspondents and laborers are 
treated the same. 


An Amerfcan crossing the border 


yesterday remarked that before long 
it would be necessary for the inspec- 
tion station to be built into the Baltic 
sea se that the travelers could undress 
on the German border, walk into the 
water and swim to a waiting station 
near the ferry and wait for the clothes 
and baggage to be examined and for- 
warded by canoe. 


When travelers leave the train they 


enter a small wooden shed, resembling 
in many respects a temporary bath 
house at an American beach. 
Here 


the passports are taken away and 
shoved into an inclosed room where 
they are examined. The holders are 
given numbers. 


When the passport of the traveler 


is finished he is called to another 
room where he is questioned about 
the objects of his journey. From here 
the wayfarer goes to a large room 
where the baggage is examined while 
detectives stand in front and in back 
to see that nothing is slipped by.
